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Operation Candor 


Washington’s plan to tell the American people 
the score on nuclear fission — the famed Oper­ 
ation Candor — is having one good effect be­ 
fore it even takes official form. 
There has been an unusual amount of unof­ 
ficial candor from people waiting for the offi­ 
cial version. 
• 
People resent any statement from any gov­ 
ernment source which puts the blame on them 
for circumstances over which they have no 
control. 
For any government official to hint that the 
people of the United States are too stupid, too 
carefree, too preoccupied, too lazy, or too inno­ 
cent to realize what an atomic bomb in the 
hands of Kremlin 
nihilists would mean if 
dropped on one of their complex urban areas 
reflects contempt for public opinion. 
The people of the United States are years 
ahead of their government in awareness of 
what the Kremlin is capable of doing. The 
thing they fear most is not the explosion of 
A-bombs and H-bombs but the ineptitude of 
their government if such a thing were to hap­ 
pen. And next to that, they fear the ineptitude 
of their government while dealing with the pos­ 
sibility it might happen. 
If it did happen, the American people would 
do the best they could do, the same as the 
people of England did when they were bom­ 
barded by guided missiles. They would p u l l 
themselves together after each new blow for 
the sake of keeping their society from falling 
apart. They would welcome what little help 
they might get from Washington, but it would 
be Washington which would need helping. 
During World War II, it was customary for 
Washington to abuse the people from time to 
time for not doing this, that, or the other 
thing thought up by befuddled jobholders. Their 
brainstorms included cutting off pant legs and 
promising millions of water pumps to air - raid 
wardens for putting out fires which, fortunate­ 
ly, never strated because most of the pumps 
were never delivered. 
The best place to begin Operation Candor 
would be to let the people be candid about 
Washington’s propensity for expensive nonsense 
and bureaucratic befuddlement.

We Can Use Some Light 


There is a lesson to be learned 
from the combination of murders, 
crooks, labor leaders and politi­ 
cians who are now being exposed 
in New York. 
It is that the

The Taft - Hartley law was de­ 
signed to liberate the American 
worker from the padrone system 
which gradually developed in the 
labor unions under the Wagner 
law. 
The padrone system is the own­ 
ership of the labor of men who 
are hired out by those who -have 
gained mastery over them, a part 
of the Wage being retained by the 
padrone. Involved is the right of 
free men to work. 


THE TAFT - HARTLEY law 
sought to assure the right of every 
American citizen to employment, 
if he desired to work, while be­ 
longing or not belonging to labor 
unions. It includes provisions for 
giving the worker control of his 
own unions. 
In this, the law has failed. It 
has not only failed to keep crooks, 
racketeers, murderers from mak­ 
ing a private business out of labor 
unions; it has failed to prevent 
Communists from controlling labor 
unions for their own political pur­ 
poses. 
Essentially what was Joe Fay’s 
crime against the workers who 
joined his union? 
He forced them not only to pay 
1 a fee to his union for the right 
to work, but he also demanded 
and received, by many devices, 
a kick-back, which means that he 
privately took a share of their 
wages. This has already been es­ 
tablished in the harness 
racing 
scandal. 


JOE FAY and many other labor 
leaders also engage 
in 
private 
business, 
either 
in 
competition 
with the employers of their labor 
or as a means for eliciting an addi­ 
tional and private pay-off. 
Businessmen found it convenient 
to deal with the labor leaders on 
this basis because it saved them 
from strikes. In a word, the labor 
leaders blackmailed the business­ 
men, who submitted to the black­ 
mail. 
In addition, some of these labor 
leaders formed business combina­ 
tions with important public offi­ 
cials and outstanding politicians 
so that these officials, who should 


have prevented the exploitation of 
American 
citizens 
by 
anybody, 
have actually been partners in the 
corruption. 
This is only one part of the 
scandal. An equally demoralizing 
factor has been the employment 
by such labor leaders of murder­ 
ers. thieves and ex-convicts to en­ 
force 
their 
decisions 
on 
free 
: Americans with the knowledge and 
consent of those in office. 


IN NEW YORK State, it is im- 
. possible for any public official to 
say that he did not know what 
was going on; he has regularly 
been informed by the newspapers, 
which have been harping on this 
subject for decades. 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, Mayors 
La Guardia, O’Dwver and Impel- 
litteri. and all the candidates for 
mayor in the present New York 
election have been familiar with 
the subject. 
Rudolph Hailey, who is running 
for mayor, was counsel for the 
Kefauver Committee which investi­ 
gated this 
subject, 
and

hearings, while dramatic, brought 
out little 
about 
gangster 
labor 
leaders. 
The facts were available to him 
from the daily press, which had 
been publishing them for at least 
20 years. 
Labor leaders in 
large 
cities 
have tended to demoralize the po­ 
litical system because 
of 
their 
huge treasuries which they em­ 
ploy to stake politicians who are 
favorable to labor. 
The word, favorable, is inade­ 
quate; the labor leaders demand 
obedience. 


THEY DEMAND obedience even 
from the president t>f the United 
States and when Eisenhower re­ 
fused to obey Martin P. Durkin 
of the Plumbers, Durkin resigned 
as secretary of labor, a position 
to which he should never have 
been appointed, as Sen. Robert 
A. Taft said at the time. 
This problem is not limited to 
New York State nor is it limited 
to thieves and murderers. 
As long as the National Labor 
Relations Board is able to certify 
Communist unions 
as 
collective 
bargaining agencies in 
sensitive 
industries such as communications 
and electrical equipment, involv­ 
ing war materials 
and 
defense 
operations, the peril to the country 
is great because every Communist. 
in every country, is a Russian 
agent whose decisions 
are 
con­ 
trolled by an 
apparatus

lished in this country by the Krem­ 
lin for that purpose.

Petroleum: Basic Commodity 


It seems to us the information distributed by 
American Petroleum Institute for “Oil Prog­ 
ress Week,” ending Oct. 17, adds up to this 
thought: 
The petroleum industry is America’s most 
dynamic tribute to private enterprise. 
It is composed of some 42.000 separate enter­ 
prises. With profit as their goal and competi­ 
tion as their stimulant, they are meeting all 
requirements for production of what has be­ 
come a basic commodity, thanks to their' suc­ 
cess. 
Many of us can remember when gasoline was 
such crude stuff that engines had to be primed 
with special compounds to start them in cold 
weather; when engine oil was run - of - barrel 
stuff; when fuel oil was unknown. The oil indus­ 
try has come a long way at a tremendous 
clip in the last 50 years and is still gaining 
speed 
To appreciate its progress we need only to 
calculate what would have happened if this 
prime source of energy had been hamstrung 
in its infancy by public control, like atomic 
energy. Or, conversely, we need only to calcu­ 
late what will happen to atomic energy unless 
it, too, is given the benefit of the imagination 
and ambition of private enterprises, instead of 
being kept prisoner by cautious and apprehen­ 
sive public officials.

Two events on successive days have prodded 
recollections of 1952. when Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower was swept into the presidency by a land­ 
slide vote which buried the claims and hopes 
of Harry Truman and Adlai Stevenson. 
It w-as evident (hen that Mr. Eisenhower 
had scored a personal triumph; that the out­ 
come of the congressional elections in 1952 did 
not reflect a strong party victory. 

Lausche appointed Cleveland’s 
Democratic Mayor Burke to serve for the next 
year in the seat left vacant by the death of 
Sen. Taft and when the Republicans lost the 
ninth district in Wisconsin the following day.

Mr. James Paul Mitchell, 
Secretary of Labor. 
Dear Jim: Well, you are the man picked by 
President Eisenhower to succeed Mr. Durkin 
as secretary of labor and they tell me you ate 
a hearty breakfast, refused stimulants and walk­ 
ed bravely into the job. Lots of luck. You will 
need it. You are a big department-store man, 
and if this isn’t a swell training field for a tough 
job I don t know what is. Nobody who has 
ever worked in a Gotham department store 
can ever be easily rattled or upset by jams, 
squawks, rapid-fire questions or minor disturb­ 
ances. 
If I wanted to accustom a man to tight situa­ 
tions I would put him in department store ele­ 
vators during Christmas rushes and special 
sales weeks. Mister, that’s experience. 


Anybody who works in a department store 
has to answer more questions and faces more 
difficult situations in a single day than a secre­ 
tary of labor has to face in a month.

To make good in the department-store busi­ 
ness. a man has to know’ how to meet people, 
keep his patience, get accustomed to unneces­ 
sary roughness and regard labor headaches as 
routine. 
He gets used to revolving doors to such an 
extent that the high-speed revolving doors of 
government service can never annoy him. 
In a department store it is always hard to tell 
whether people are coming or going. Conse­ 
quently you stopped trying to figure it out long 
ago. and. as secretary of labor, won’t blow 
your top if the picture is confusing at times. 


Being secretary of labor is a selling job Yon 
have got to sell both sides on the idea they are 
getting a big bargain obtainable “nowhere else 
in town.” 
You have got to sell labor and the employer 
the idea they should come to the "collective 
bargain counter," so to speak, avoid ^he rush 
and leave happily with no bigger problem left 
than to see if they want it wrapped up to take 
i home. 
Window dressing is importnat In those Wash­ 
ington jobs. What did Durkin know about win­ 
dow dressing0 Passers-by could look in without 
seeing much of anything except some deep­ 
freeze gadgets, and Durkin said those were 
put in by somebody else. 
A trained department-store man can avoid 
things like that and I know you will fix up the 
window so it pleases everybody.

parental neglect, but underscores 
an increasing tendency of children 
to thwart their parents requests, 
he said. 
Notes have been sent to parents, 
asking that the pupils be taken for 
dental repair or medical treatment, 
he said. But often, the children, 
objecting to the dentist’s chair or 
doctor’s office, refuse to go. They 
cry, scream or go into a tantrum 
with the result that the parents 
back down, delay the treatment and 
the child becomes worse. 
“ These children, thin, listless and 
pale, are sick not because t h e i r 
parents cannot afford treatment,” 
he said. “ Many of the homes have 
21-inch television sets. 
“ Financial strain Is no excuse 
anyway, for we have city organi­ 
zations which provide means of 
caring for needy children in the 
way of glasses, dental and medical 
treatment. 
“ The responsibility in so many 
cases must go back on the par­ 
ents who are not doing their job,” 
he declared. 
“ I have had mothers tell me they 
can’t give a certain prescription 
to their child—‘He doesn’t like it; 
he just won’t take it’. 
“ He should be made to take it. 
He’ll cry and raise Cain, but that 
won’t hurt anyone, and he’ll learn 
to respect authority,” the doctor 
added. 
The parents of yesteryear had 
more control, Dr. Fisher pointed 
out, and the child knew his mother 
and father meant what they said. 
‘‘We all got a hartd occasionally, 
but we knew it was deserved.” 
Today’s parents could p r o f i t 
from such a lesson; there is no 
need to be autocratic, but parents 
should be firm, he said. “ Syste­ 
matic beatings are out, but one 
or two good spankings give a child 
a new light on their relations with 
their parents. 
“ One terrible mistake that is oft­ 
en seen in a home is the failure 
of the father to take part in dis­ 
ciplining. The mother complains 
that Johnny has been acting up 
during the day, but when Dad gets 
home, Johnny is out, Dad is tired 
and nothing is done to punish the 
boy.” 
The Rev. Rudolph Miller asked 
Dr. Fisher what could be d o n e 
about some of the clear-cut cases 
of parental neglect seen in t h e

roads. They think the main state 
roads will benefit at the expense 
of minor roads. Many voters say 
the state hasn’t had to go into 
debt in the past to maintain its 
road system and build new high­ 
ways, so why start now? 
Gov. Lausche supports the last 
statement. 
He says, “ There is no need to 
issue half a billion dollars of bonds, 
with the interest charge that this 
would entail, knowing that the 
bonds are to be repaid out of gaso­ 
line tax and other motor vehicle 
revenues, thus annually reducing 
current available money for high­ 
way purposes.” 
He also pointed out the Ohio 
Turnpike across northern Ohio is 
under construction and one or more 
additional 
turnpikes 
“ inevitably 
will come into existence.” 
Samuel O. Linzell, state high­ 
way director, suggested the state 
build a series of expressways with 
additional 
motor 
revenues 
now 
starting to come in. He said 30 to 
35 miles of expressways could be 
built a year with present revenues, 
but could not estimate the mileage 
if the half billion dollar bond issue 
is approved. 
The other major proposal for 
Nov. 3 voters 
was voted down 
once—in 1939. It is to create a 
state board of education which 
would name a state superintendent 
of public instruction. 
The governor now appoints the 
state education director. At pres­ 
ent he is Dr. Clyde Hissong, Demo­ 
crat of Bowling Green. 
It is believed the governor does 
not favor the proposal because it 
would put a board between him 
and 
the 
state 
education 
chief. 
Lausche believes that, because he 
is elected by the people, they, 
through him, have control over 
state departments. Dr. Hissong is 
a member of his Cabinet. 
The amendment, if passed, would 
take effect immediately. It does 
not say how the board should be 
selected, leaving that to the Legis­ 
lature. 
Dr. Hissong himself is said to be 
in favor of a state board of edu­ 
cation. 
In opposition to the state board of 
education, the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce is making no campaign, 
but Atkinson said: “ We told our 
members we fear creation of a 
state board of education could lead 
to deterioration in citizen interest 
and control in each of the school 
districts.” 
Both the chamber of commerce 
and the farm bureau favor the oth­ 
er proposed amendments. They ar­ 
gued in the past against a special 
constitutional convention to change 
the constitution and say the pres­ 
ent method of eliminating “ dead 
wood” through a vote of the peo­ 
ple is the best.

So, as in Spain, this was one 
more rivet in an iron ring of 
bases which America and its Eu­ 
ropean allies are building on the 
perim eter of the Iron Curtain.
